the Disney troupe found a remote 
stretch of the twisting Sacramento 
and launched a flotilla of 19th century 
boats. The lads journeyed down river 
on a packet with Hackett and a 
houseboat with Ustinov, while pas- 
sing keelboats, steamboats, barges 
and other now obsolete river craft. 

To teach. thes: treasure — of 
Matecumbe, the youngsters must 
struggle through the Everglades. Not 
only that, they are caught in a death- 
dealing hurricane. But there are no 
hotels in the Everglades ... so a 
hundred or so Disney filmers flew to 
Kissimmee, set up production head- 
quarters there, and commenced 
shooting in the cypress swamps a few 
miles distant near Bay Hill Country 
Club. 

For the first time, the group faced 
real danger. Alligators, water mocca- 
sins, rattlesnakes and cottonmouths 
abound, and they are legally pro- 
tected. Cast and crew worked from 
boats, gliding through waterways 


cleared of overhanging vines and 
branches. They played to a visible au- 
dience of egrets, blue herons, otters 
and turtles, and to unseen others that 
everyone knew were there. 

The man-made hurricane was shot 
in part of a rain forest inhabited by an- 
cient Seminole Indians. The company 
then moved to a beach on our prop- 
erty, where final scenes in the picture 
were filmed.
